For a city election, however, a 50 per cent turnout at the polls 
is an unusually good average. While there were 3528 votes cast 
in the 1948 general election here, only 1599 persons voted in 
the municipal election of April 1948.

There's nothing dull about 
the Historical Society's history 
of Sierra Madre, soon to be 
published. We quote o little 
from the preface written by 
Mrs. Edith Blumer Bowen: 

"In compiling the 'Annals' 
we have given you a vivid pic¬ 
ture of the little town ... in 
the eighties. We have tried to 
ovoid dry statistics and too 
much detail. 

"In order to form a picture, 
one must visualize a little vil- 
loge lying on the foothills of 
the Sierro Madre mountains. 
It might hove been called the 
village of sunshine and sage¬ 
brush—for there was sage¬ 
brush everywhere and sun¬ 
shine flooded everything. 
Stretching for to the south lay 
the broad San Gabriel volley— 
a wonderful panorama. 

"Sometimes on a clear day 
we could see through the 'Gap' 
in the Puente Hills, the ocean 
glittering in the sunlight and 
sometimes the smoke of a ship 
at sea. Then 30 miles out to 
sea rose Sheba's Breasts, the 
two highest peaks of Santa 
Catalina Island. We had no 
gas, no electricity and no tele¬ 
phone, but we were happy even 
though oil lamps were trouble¬ 
some and we baked our bread 
in wood stoves. 

"Early Sierra Madreons were 
no 'country Jakes.' They were 
an intelligent group of people 
transplanted from their homes 
in New England, the Middle 
West, the British Isles, Norway. 
Canada and many other places. 
They all come with their fam¬ 
ilies and their difficulties to 
California to settle and start 
a new life in Sierra .Modre."

Driving on the sidewalk 
proved to be an expensive ex¬ 
periment for Merritt Williams 
Jr., former Sierra Madrean now 
living in Pasadena, when City 
Judge John C. Mead fined him 
$15 or three days in the county 
jail. 

Ten dollars or two of the 
days were suspended, however, 
on condition that Williams 
commits no other similar vio¬ 
lation for one year. 

Through his attorney, Noren 
Eaton, Williams had pleaded 
guilty to two charges: driving 
an automobile on city side¬ 
walks, and failure to notify the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
of a change of registration. 

Williams told the court that 
he was driving east on Laurel 
—on the north sidewalk—in 
his British MG car. He esti¬ 
mated his speed at 2 miles per 
hour. 

In sentencing the youth, 
Judge Mead commented that 
“there could be no excuse for 
driving even a very small car 
on a city sidewalk.” An addi¬ 
tional charge that Williams’ 
action endangered persons and 
property was dismissed by the 
City Judge. 

Also in traffic court Satur¬ 
day, Clark Charles Shaum, 319 
W. Duarte Road, Monrovia,'was 
fined $15 for driving at ex¬ 
cessive speed—45 miles per 
hour in a 25-mile zone. 

Joe Edward Vernon paid a 
$3 fine for parking too close to 
a city crosswalk. Vernon ad¬ 
mitted that “the tail end” of 
his father’s car had overlapped 
slightly into the Kersting 
Court crosswalk. 

Four motorists forfeited their 
bails by non-appearance in 
court.

A three-year contract for 
garbage and tin can collection 
in Sierra Madre was granted 
by the City Council to Sam 
Matoian of Whittier at an ad¬ 
journed meeting last Saturday. 

Cost to the city will be 19 
cents each month per water 
meter. There are approximately 
2300 meters in the city. The 
city is now paying 22 cents a 
meter to People’s Disposal of 
Whittier. This firm bid 32 cents. 

Approximately four months 
ago the Council boosted the 
contract fee from 17 cents a 
month per meter to 22 cents on 
the plea that the collection 
firm was operating at a loss. 
Tlie 19-cent bid, closely fol¬ 
lowed by the second lowest of 
1914 cents, surprised the coun- 
cilmen. They had expected to 
pay considerably higher for a 
new contract. 

The bid was not immediately

SECTION 2. It shall be un¬

Old Newspaper Shows 
Smog Is 80 Years Old 

While smog may not be Los 
Angeles County’s oldest insti¬ 
tution, it has a history that 
dates back more than 80 years. 

This is revealed in a report 
from Los Angeles which ap¬ 
peared in the Sept. 22 (18G8) 
edition of the Alla, a San 
Francisco new’spaper. Says the 
article, which Dr. Clifford Zier- 
er of the UCLA geography de- 
partmcnt discovered while 
Society browsing through the univer- 
sit.v’s Bancroft collection of 
Californiana: 

“It is now aoout six days 
that we have in this and the 
surrounding country been the 
spectators of an unusual at¬ 
mospherical phenomena . . . 
The atmosphere has been filled 
with smoke as to confine the 
vision to a small circumfer¬ 
ence.” 

Curiously, Los Angeles had 
no industrial establishments 
at that time to blame for the 
mysterious pall of smoke. Dr. 
Zierer theorizes, however, that 
forest fires in the area may 
have caused the “ancient 
smog.”

This privilege was not accord¬ 
ed residents of non-commun¬ 
ity states, because of the gen¬ 
eral rule that income Is re¬ 
portable by the person who 
owns the income or the prop¬ 
erty from which the income 
is derived. 

The so-called “split income” 
method was written into in¬ 
come tax law by Congress for 
the purpose of giving taxpay¬ 
ers in non-community property 
states the advantages hereto¬ 
fore enjoyed only by residents 
of community property states. 

All married taxpayers who file 
joint returns can take advan¬ 
tage of the plan, as a result 
of which the income tax is as 
low or lower than it would be 
on separate returns. 

One decided advantage in the 
“split income” method is en¬ 
joyed by married couples re¬ 
siding in California when one 
or both have separate income, 
in addition to community in¬ 
come. If separate returns are 
filed, each spouse must report 
one-half of the community in¬ 
come, and all of his or her 
separate income; whereas, by 
“splitting” income, neither 
source nor ownership of income 
is taken into consideration, 
and separately-owned property 
may be included with com¬ 
munity income and subjected 
to the splitting process.

The last step in the process 
is to multiply the tentative 
tax, reduced as explained 
above, by two, to arrive at the 
tax on the entire Income re¬ 
ported in the joint return. The 
result of this process is that, on 
Income in the higher brackets, 
a considerably smaller tax is 
paid because the splitting of 
the income has made possible 
the application of a lower tax 
rate to each half. 

This explains the process 
when a husband and wife use 
the long Form 1040 to make 
their joint return. If they file 
their return on the short Form 
1040, or on Form 1040-A, the 
computation of the tax by the 
use of tax tables automatically 
gives them all the benefits of 
the “split income” method to 
which they are entitled. 

Husbands and wives in Cali¬ 
fornia may still file separate 
returns if they so desire. But 
they will do well to consider 
the advantages of the “split 
income” method, especially if 
either spouse has income from 
separately-owned property.

ment would amount to approx¬ 
imately 12 cents a year per 
$100 assessed valuation. Bonds 
on the present building will 
retire in 1958. The present tax 
rate for their retirement is 14 
cents per $100 valuation. The 
total tax rate for schools, in¬ 
cluding high school and jun¬ 
ior college, this fiscal year is 
$2.44. 

Howard H. Morgridge, repre¬ 
senting the architectural firm 
of Marsh, Smith and Powell— 
the firm that designed the 
present school building, was 
present at the board meeting. 

He pointed out that no final 
figure on cost could be made 
until bids were submitted by 
contractors. The estimates pre¬ 
sented, he said, were based up¬ 
on comparable building of 
classrooms now underway. 

During the meeting John Os¬ 
good objected to the estimate 
of $4500 for a two-bus garage 
with the resulting $350 added 
to architect fees. 

The board subsequently re¬ 
duced this amount to $3500 and 
eliminated the $350 architect’s 
fee with the statement that a 
pre-fabricated structure could 
be obtained. The school now 
pays $360 a year for bus stor¬ 
age, and it would be $720 for 
two buses. 

At the insistence of Mr. Morg¬ 
ridge, however, the $1350 sav¬ 
ing was placed in the contin¬ 
gency fund. He pointed out 
that in most cases the “con¬ 
tingency,” to take care of un¬ 
anticipated expenses or low 
estimates of construe tion, 
amounted to 10 per cent of the 
total. 

The board agreed to leave 
the garage in the plans, but 
the money set aside for it was 
labelled "contingency" so that 
plans for construction of the 
necessary classrooms would 
not be halted in the event con¬ 
struction bids exceeded esti¬ 
mates. 

“We feel that it our duty 
to present this to the voters 
for their approval or disap¬ 
proval,” Board President E. 
Waldo Ward said. 

But the classroom construc¬ 
tion will not bring back the 
seventh and eighth grades that 
were moved to Pasadena two 
years ago when another school 
bond election was defeated. Mr. 
Ward said that they could not 
be returned to the school here. 

He also said that regardless 
of the upper Hastings develop¬ 
ment, these four classrooms are 
needed at the present sites. 

"The question of the Has¬ 
tings Ranch is not involved," 
he said, "This site will hove 
to care for the east side of 
town." 

In his report Skutt said that 
“all facilities are at present 
being used for ciassrooms, in¬ 
cluding the music room and 
special art room. Our small li¬ 
brary is used several periods 
a day for special classes.” 

A show of hands of the more 
than 30 persons present at the 
meeting revealed unanimous 
support for the school bond 
proposal. 

In May of 1948 a school bond 
election to build six class¬ 
rooms, a kindergarten and on 
administrative xmit at the cost 
of $180^)00 was defeated. 

A majority voted for the is¬ 
sue, but a two-thirds majority 
was not attoined. The vote was 
650 for and 627 against the is¬ 
sue. The seventh and eighth 
grades were transferred to 
Pasadena the following fcdl to 
relieve the crowded school con¬ 
ditions.
